5 ra trom universal suffrage, in Kansas, is meant 
„ the recent law which permits women to vote 
. for all city officers. This law has gone into 
„ effect and we have had our first election un- 
e der it. The best women in Kansas have 
95 a ia voted and the election went off better than 
any in our previous history. One of our laws 
. prohibits ticket peddlers from coming within 
fifty feet of the polis. There were 10 objection- 
able characters among the females who voted, 
as fgr as could be learned, and the element 
advantage of th@uffrage was made 
up of the best of Kansas women. ‘The 
women attended ok caucuses which nomi- 
nated the various candidates, and the election 
shows, that a better and higher grade of can- 
didates were chosen than in the past. This 
woman suffrage strengthens the prohibitory 
element in Kansas and prohibition feeling is 
very fast growirg. I have no doubt but that 
prohibition will eventually be a great na- 
tional issue in this country and that the 
United States will ultimately bea prohibition 
country.” 

“How is Kansas satisfied: with its two sen- 
ators?” 

“Very well indeed, and it feels that it has a 
right to be proud of them. Ingalls is a great 
statesinan aud a great orator, and Plumb is 
a great statesman and a great financier. We

are never defaced now; there is no breakage, 
and decorum is maintained in the walks and 
green retreats. It is the great resort of the 
sober middle classes, and very rarely, indeed, 
are the police called to quell any disturbance. 
The place has a tranquilizing effect, and to 
see thousands of families, parents and children
